: Among those who yet have to realise that 
planning has taken a leading e in the 
routine of practical administration are many 
ublic representatives who persist in the 
elief that the making of plans is the ex- 
pensive fad of a few enthusiasts. To them 
the Town-Planning Acts and their conse- 
quences are yet of little more than academic 
interest. Expert consultants have compiled 
erudite and lengthy reports and pictures 
which can be studied at leisure, Some years 
hence they will be interesting to those con- 
cerned with the practical details of municipal 
management. 


CITY’S PLANNING 


ORGANISATION 


To such practically-minded people one 
suggests a visit to one of those strangely 
unobtrusive resorts in which municipal 
officials struggle with extremely practical 
problems of administration, There, adjoin- 
ing the City Hall, they will discover profes- 
sional planning officers and their expert 
assistants immersed in the details of civic 
design. Not so much with schemes for 
cathedrals or satellite settlements or new 
boulevards, as with day-to-day details of new 
bye-roads, buildin 
housing sites,and the many other items which 
are essential ingredients of the Consultants’ 
conceptions of the Dublin that is to come! 
Not far away from the professional head- 
quarters, illustrated above is the administra- 
tive link between the planning experts end 
other branches of City Hall activities. Con-

Such are the facts—incredible as they may 
appear! But they do not stand alone. During 
this week, following long, complicated, and 
costly preliminaries, a representative of the 
Minister of Local Government will hold a 
formal public inquiry into the Corporation’s 
application to annex 100 acres of County 

uncil territory. Proceedings which appear 
to suggest that the Minister favours a policy 
of expensive higgling and nibbling to the 
comprehensive and statesmanlike plan of the 
Tribunal. 


FOUR PLANNING STAFFS 


Meanwhile, under the guise of a Kelief 
Works Act (declared to ‘apply particularly 
to the Dublin area), the Minister has 
directly assumed control of planning opera- 
tions, which, under the Tribunal’s scheme, 
would have been exercised by a Metropolitan 
Manager and Council. Thus another—a 
fourth—staff of ‘planning officials, and the 
inevitable. delays and confusion that are 
attendant on the multiplication of official 
hierarchies. 


POSSIBLE COMPROMISES 


Should the Minister decline to announce 
the Government's decision on the Tribunal’s 
report is there any expedient—other than 
informal and e official negotiations 
—by which all the authorities concerned 
might pool their resources to produce a single 
and comprehensive regional plan for the city 
and county. Under the provisions of the 
Planning Acts (provisions which, so far, have 
proved to be dead letters) the Corporation, 
the County Council and the Council of Dun 
Laoghaire can agree to form and support a 
regional planning authority. The réluctance 
of such bodies to part with, or to share with 
others, any of their 4 rights makes such 
action highly improbable in the absence of 
extremely strong pressure by the Govern- 
ment. 

A bad “ second-best’’ by contrast with the 
Tribunal’s plan, some such concentration of 
effort would, at least, get rid of the present 
comic-opera procedure. 

If, 3 with the constitution of 
such a regional planning authority, the 
Minister could be induced to fix appointed 
days on which the Management and Public 
Assistance Acts would become operative in 
Dublin City and County, much of the present 
confusion and uncertainty would begin to 
disappear. Possibly, Deputies Benson and 
Dockrell inight be disposed to accept a com- 
promise on some such lines. Any reasonable 
alternative to the present hopeless muddle 
would he worth careful examination, 


NEW VESTED INTERESTS 


But time, so to speak, is of the essence 
of any acceptable contract. New vested 
interests tend to multiply. Only last week 
a costly addition was made to County 
Dublin’s planning establishment. Such jaddi- 
tions might, no doubt, be desirable to the 
staff of a regional authority. Otherwise every 
such local appointment must almost certainly 


tend to obstruct the way to co-operative 
action. 


** SAFETY—FIRST '' 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin, I read your views about the Dublin 
air raid shelters in yesterday's edition, and I 
take this opportunity to express mine. 

The expectation of air raids and chaos 
should be a reason to widen the public roads, 
but, no doubt, the surface shelters in Dublin 
are obstacles on the road. Therefore, I 
suggest that only underground shelters shall 
be built. 

As the-surface shelters are obstacles, they 
have to be removed after the war, and could 
not be saved for the next war. The building 
of the surface shelter and the breaking down 
and removing the rubbish after the war will 
not cost much less than to build once for all 
underground shelters. 

Underground shelters could be utilised after 
the war as public conveniences and as store- 
rooms for street-cleaning utensils, for the 
surplus of fire-fighting appliances purchased 
during the present war, storing old office 
correspondences and other Corporation pro- 


rty.

people seem to believe that history will 
repeat itself during the next three months. 
It is taken for granted that the Germans 
will try to give the coup de grace to the 
British Empire before the end of the 
present year. The official spokesmen of 
the Third Reich have announced Herr 
Hitler’s intention on several occasions; 
and their propaganda has been conducted 
so cleverly that they have managed to 
convince the world that it is on the eve 
of a mighty cataclysm. Quite possibly, 
they are right. The British, as usual, are 
preparing for a long war, hoping that 
their superior resources, reinforced by 
increasing assistance from the United 
States, will enable them to wear Germany 
out, as they wore her out twenty-three 
years ago. The Germans learnt a bitter 
lesson in 1918. At the beginning of that 
year their armies seemed to be all-powerful. 
In the spring they launched their 
customary offensive, with the result that 
the Allied forces seemed to be overwhelmed 
on that fateful day in March, when the 
British Fifth Army was broken at 
St. Quentin. Before the end of the same 
year Ludendorff's proud legions had 
collapsed, and when the armistice was 
declared in November Germany had been 
humbled to the dust. No German forgets 
these facts, least of all that remarkable 
man who leads the German nation to-day. 
They know that time is on the side of the 
British Empire. They have had experience 
of the inexorable force of America’s 
economic resources. They realise that, if 
Germany ‘does not win the: war before the 
end of 1941, her cause probably. will be lost. 
For that reason, Herr Hitler and his 
advisers may be trusted to do everything 
in their power to secure a decision during 
the next few months. They have been 
making no secret of their intention to 
smash the British Empire. Only during 
the last week their broadcasters have 


declared that Great Britain is about to 


share the fate of Poland; and there have 
been dark hints regarding hitherto un- 
suspected methods of attack, which will 
paralyse all opposition. The Germans have 
been doing their level best to mystify not 
only the British, but the entire world. 
Now one hears of an approaching, attack 
in: this direction; now it is in that.

With the approach of spring and the 
‘| lengthening days, the political prophets in 
every country are busying themselves with 
speculations concerning Herr Hitler’s plans 
for an offensive against Great Britain. It 
was ever thus. During the last war a 
spring offensive was taken as a matter of 
course. During the winter .months the 
troops on all sides dug themselves more or 
less comfortably in; but, with the advent 
of spring, there was a general revival of 
military activity, and most of the big 
attacks were launched in the neighbour- 
So far, the present war 


year the Blitz began in May; and most 
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supreme attack on 
first is by direct invasion; the second, by 
Minor and the Sue Canal; the third, by 
an attack on Gibraltar via France- and 
Spain, and the fourth, by. an intensifica- 
tion of the blockade by sea and from the 
air. A fifth possibility is by a combina- 
tion of all four, or of any two or three of 
them. Naturally, the idea of an invasion 
is regarded as.the most likely. Herr Hitler 
knows that, in the final analysis, Great 
Britain can be brought to her knees only 
by the occupation of her territory. He has 
a highly developed sense of the dramatic; 
and ‘the prospect of a successful invasion 
must have almost irresistible attractions 
for him. On the other hand, all the 
military and naval experts agree that the 
invasion of Great Britain would present 
exceedingly formidable difficulties. The 
‘British people have had eight months since 
the withdrawal.from Dunkirk in which to 
perfect their defences. Since the days of 
William the Conqueror no prospective 
invader has been able to surmount the 
obstacle of the English Channel. Those 
twenty miles of salt water constitute a 
wonderful line of defence. Furthermore, 
the British people seem to be fully pre- 
pared to meet an invading army, whether 
it come by sea or by air; and, even if the 
Germans should succeed in the landing of 
an invading force, they undoubtedly would 
suffer appalling losses. The plan of attack 
through the Balkans offers fewer diffi- 
culties, although it would be by no means 
easy. Turkey has announced her intention 
to defend herself against all-comers; and 
the Turks notoriously are tough. The 
Bulgars also are not inclined to allow 
German troops to pass through their 
territory without some show of resistance ; 
and, above all, Russia’s attitude has not 
been defined. The possibility of a drive 
through France and Spain to Gibraltar 
cannot be ignored; but here again there 
are manifest difficulties. The coercion of 
France might rally French opinion riot 
only at home, but in the African colonies, 
against the Germans; and General 
Weygand might lead a dangerous revolt 
in North Africa, which certainly would 
mean the end of the Italian Empire. The 
fourth course remains. There can be small 
doubt that the Germans have been building 
large numbers of submarines during the 
last year or so. They know that the 
Achilles heel of the British Empire lies 
in the vulnerability of Great Britain’s 
sea-borne supplies, and that they can 


of loss to themselves. By a combination 
of submarine and air attacks Germany 
assuredly can cause grievous loss to Great 
Britain. Whether or not she can sink a 
sufficient number of ships to interfere 
seriously with the British people’s supplies 
of food and essential war materials is 
another matter. At all events, it seems to 
be reasonably certain that the next few 
months will witness a German offensive on 
a tremendous scale. In the meanwhile the 
British offensive against Italy is being 
pursued relentlessly. 8 


A Simple Reform 


1985. Its report was published towards 
the end of 1938. This is February, 1941, 


and the report remains a report; nothing 


has been done to bring its recommenda- 
tions into effect. Meanwhile, the affairs 
of Dublin, City and County, become more 
complex day by day; day by day they 
show more clearly the need of some such 
reorganisation, some such simplification, 
as was recommended by the Tribunal’s 
members. By a simple bill, implementing 
those findings, the Government could bring 
order out of disorder, but, for some reason 
that nobody can understand, it has held 
its hand for more than two years. To-day, 
if the proceedings of Dáil Eireann go 
according to programme, Alderman Benson 
and Mr. H. M. Dockrell will ask the 
Government to give effect to the Tribunal’s 
recommendations. We hope to hear a 
favourable answer—or, at the very least, 
an assurance that the Government agrees 
with the Tribunal’s views, and, even if 
it is not prepared to implement them for 
the moment, will regard them as a desir- 
able basis for local government in the city 
and county. There are several reasons 
why the recommendations should be 
adopted. Summed up, they amount to the 
fact that the existing boundaries. within 
the county bear no relation to the needs or 
conditions of to-day. Dublin is expand- 
ing, and must continue to expand. It is 
no longer necessary that the office-worker 
shall live close to his work in the heart 
of the city. Either he possesses a motor 
car of his own—not, indeed, that it has 
been much use to him during the past 
fortnight—or he can travel to and from 
his suburban home within half an hour 
at the most. There has been an influx 
of some 8,000 new citizens into Dublin 
every year for the past ten years or so; 
but there also has been a movement out- 
wards, farther and farther from the city 
centre. Cabra and Crumlin are populous 
suburbs; only a few years ago they were 
almost open country. Look at the Howth 
road of to-day and that of yesterday. 
The City of Dublin is thrusting against 
its boundaries, which, though obsolete, are 
strong, and cannot be overleaped because 
all manner of admjnistrative complica- 
tions would arise. More pertinent, 
because the report of the Corporation’s 
Planning Consultants has been very 
recently in the news, is the effect that 
the adoption of the Trihunal's ideas would 
have upon the replanning of Dublin. 
The Consultants. prepared a sketch plan 
for the city itself and the surrounding 
area, and therein acted with intelligence, 
because it is humanly impossible to design 
a city without reference to its environ- 
ments. Progress, however, is barred. 
County Dublin’s antiquated system of 


local government stands in the way. 


In the present condition of affairs, the. 
Corporatiqn of Dublin can apply the Con- 
sultants’ sketch plan only to the area 
within the existing boundaries of the city.

Evi- 
dently, ~ however, sich © co-operation, 
whether by common consent or by com- 
pulsion, may not be expected for the time 
being; and, in any event, the recommenda. 
tions of the Greater Dublin Tribunal 
provide a simpler way out of the difficulty. 
Under the Tribunal's plan the whole 
Dublin region - will be administered by a 
Metropolitan Manager, acting under the 
authority of a Metropolitan Corporation. 
He will be assisted by four officers. of 
whom one will be a Metropolitan 
Planning Director; and the net result, if 
the scheme comes into effect, will be a 
single plan for the whole city and county. 
Not for the first, or the twenty-first, time 
we urge the Government to place its 
imprimatur upon these admirable recom- 
mendations. Space forbids us to 
enumerate the host of complexities that 
they would unravel; but, on the ground 
of planning alone, they cry: aloud for 
instant adoption. “If they did nothing 
else, they would make for economy, because 
not only are three planning staffs required 
at present, where one would suffice, but, 
also, if three plans are allowed to come 
into effect the muddle is certain to be so 
great that thousands of pounds will be 
necessary to set matters right again. We 
are aware that properly planned towns 
‘are not regarded generally as a necessity 
of life; as our special correspondent. 
“Civis,”” says in this issue, there are 
“ many public representatives who per- 
sist in the belief that the making of plans 
is the expensive fad of a few enthusiasts.” 
That view is Jamentably wrong. Planning 
is not merely a matter of planting trees 
here, removing advertisements from there, 
erecting fountains, and ensuring that 
facades are in harmony. Its essential 
function is to allow the building of houses 
in the best and healthiest sites, to con- 
struct roads so that traffic can move with 
the least possible inconvenience, to remove 
a thousand encumbrances to the citizen’s 
comfort; it is, in short, essential to 
modern civilisation. A properly planned 
Dublin can be a vastly more comfortable 
city than the Dublin of to-day; but until 
that report, which was issued in 1938, 
becomes law the planning of our city 
cannot begin in earnest. 


Switzerland’s Dilemma 


The people of Switzerland appear to 
be finding that life in war-time, even 
in a neutral country, is by no means a 
simple matter. Several days ago we 
commented on the difficulties faced by the 
Swiss male population in order to evade 
the attentions of the ‘‘ citizenship 
chasers,’’ but some recent reports from 
Zurich seem to indicate that the ‘‘ citizen- 
ship chasers are among the least of their 
troubles. . The question of the moment 
in Switzerland is the same question 
that is worrying our own country 
—the problem of transport. In Switzer- 


| land, however, the problem seems to be 


a great deal “more acute than it is 
here. When the war in Europe made it 
difficult to obtain petrol in Switzerland, 
the people happily took to their horses. 
They had not been using this method of 
transport for long when the shortage of 
fodder made it necessary for them to 
exchange their horses for bicycles. One 
would imagine that once the Swiss people 
managed to. obtain’ bicycles their troubles 
would have been over, for a bicycle seems 
to be a completely independent vehicle. 
Such, however, is far from the case. 
When a bicycle is in perfect running order 
it is independent of all outside influence, 
but, like everything: else, a bicycle needs 
to be repaired from time to time, and, as 
soon as it needs to be repaired, the bicycle 
immediately loses its independence. This 
independence can, of course, be restored 
if the materials necessary to effect the 
repair are available; if not, the bicycle is 
useless. In Switzerland, the shortage of 
rubber has caused many people to store 
their bicycles; for the rubber tyre is one 
of the most vulnerable features of the 
modern bicycle, and when rubber is un- 
obtainable, a bicycle is not much use as a 
vehicle of transport. It can, of course, be 
used as a power plant for sewing machines, 
even without tyres; but that does not 
provide any solution to the transport 
problem. The unhappy Swiss people were 
now faced with two alternative courses; 
they could remain wherever they happened 
to be, or they could walk. The majority 
of them naturally chose to walk, and 
found it a happy, healthy method of 
locomotion, perhaps a little slower than a 
bicycle, but certainly more trustworthy. 
Walking, however, like cycling, is only 
practicable’ under certain conditions; it is 
necessary to have a good pair of shoes and 
to have them re-soled whenever they begin 
to wear thin. There is the rub again, 
from the Swiss point of view; the latest 
report from Zurich states that shoes have 
now been rationed. The unfortunate 
Swiss has one consolation : the Government 
cannot very well go any farther. It is 
improbable that they will prevent him 
from running around his own kitchen to 
exercise himself. Meanwhile, we in 
Ireland, who complain ‘so bitterly about 
our own little transport troubles, would do 
well to think about the Swiss, and to 
thank heaven that at least we are allowed 
to walk from “place to place. )

The Times, in a leading article to-day, 
refers to a correspondent’s request for more 
precise guidance about civilian piocedure in 
case of mvasion. It says: One of the main 
reasons for the success of the German invasion 
of. France was that if was a surprise in the 
psychological as well as in the military sense. 
It is not true that no precautions were taken 
in France; but they had neither the scope 
nor the effect necessary because of the con- 
fidence felt by the French Republic in the 
Maginot Line, which few knew to be incom- 
plete and fewer still believed to be imperfect 
where it was complete. 

For these reasons interest m invasion is 
to be encouraged in this country. It is 
certainly not synonymous with panic or 

ssimism. On the contrary, when once the 

ritish people began to realise that invasion 
was porsible their spirit and determination 
noticeably increased, and many of them were 
not at ail averse to a prospect which would 
imply that the enemy had been reduced to 
trying a gambler’s throw. 

The enlistment of 1,700,000 men in the 
Home Guard is a measure not of the fear, 
but of the readiness and determination with 
which the public awarts the threatened ordeal. 

Observing that there is no doubt that—if 
it comes—the ordeal will be severe, Zhe Times 
adds, No conceivable doubt exists about 
our military preparations. 

But, if 9 though not complacency, 
is the keynote of any considerations of mili- 
tary preparations, nothing so elaborate has 
been worked out for civilians—that is to say, 
as far as civilians know. Requests for guid- 
ance are not due to fear, but to the desire to 
co-operate—whether actively, or if this is the 
best and only possible way, then passively. 

The Services must have a clear field in 
which to fight, and, the general arrangements 
to this oad are well known and will be 
obeyed. All that is asked is that the 

rticular arrangements made should be 

wn as far as possible to those who will 
have to obey them, and that the people should 
know precisely whom to obey.

The Balkans. 

The Austrian newspapers on Saturday 
stated that peace negotiations with Mon- 
tenegro have not yet begun, as neither Prince 

rno nor the Ministers who still remain in 
Montenegro have any authority to carry 
them on. 

Particulars which have reached Paris of 
the recent French air raid on the Bulgarian 
town of Petritch show that 200 bombs were 
dropped, and that 1,000 persons were killed 
and wounded, iucluding 470 men Killed in the 
Bulgerian camps. 

It is announced in France that the members 
of the Montenegrin Royal Family will de- 
finitely take up their residence in the neigh- 
bourhood of Lyons.

A serious tramcar accident occurred at 
Gateshead yesterday, resulting in the deaths 
of four persons. The car left the road on 
a sharp corner and turned completely over. 
Three of the killed, a woman, a civilian and 
a soldier were killed inside the car, and a 
child where it overturned. The conductress 
and a soldier who were standing on the rear 
platform were severely injured. The injured.

moved to hospital.

Widespread Air Raids 


There was a resumption of air raids 
over Britain last night, and it is repo 
that, although they, were not heavy, they 
were the most widespread for many nights. 
Most of the raiders came over the east 
coast and tried an attack on a port in 
that district, but were forced away by @ 
fierce barrage. Incendiary bombs were 
dropped in ene London district, but they 
were soon put out, while high éxplosive 
bombs fell in a park. Damage was done 
to property in some places. but the number 
of casualties reported from all parts was 
not large. Most of the attacking machines 
operated singly, and one of them was 
brought down in Lincolnshire in flames, 
the crew being killed. “ 


Imperial Institutes Work 


In the annual review of the work of the 
Imperial Institute, South Kensington, 
which is issued to-day, Sir Harry Lindsay. 
the director, states that the scientific and 
technical reports supplied by the staff of 
the Institute to the various Ministries 
cover an immense range of products, and 
are contributing to the success of the 
national war effort. The general run of 
the inquiries reflects a desire to find within 
the Empire materials now difficult or ex- 
Eat to obtain from foreign countries. 

n several cases valuable supplies from 
Empire sources have been obtained 9 
substitutes for foreign products. Other 
inquiries have related to marketing qucs- 
tions, an example being the marketing in 
this country of egg and poultry products 
from India. Now that the schools sre 
unable to go to the Institute for lectures, 
the Institute has decided to send lecturers 
to the schools, a panel of nearly a hundred 
lecturers having been formed to give talks 
on Empire subjects with which they are 
familiar from personal experience. 
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Petrol Rationing 
It is not beyond the bounds of probability 
that Britain, like Eire, will have to face 
more drastic rationing of petrol for th, 
private motorist. Surprise has been cy. 
oo in many quarters that the present 
airly us allowance has been per. 
mitted for so long, since there is inevitabj 
waste. Private cars are about the streets 
all day, and it can be seen that in a great 
number of cases they are * wae * 
pure! ivate purposes, such as pleasure 
or hopping. The A. R. P. authorities 
appear to use considerable quantities of 
spirit during the day, and it is asserted 
that cars are frequently used for the cop. 
veyance of messages which could be sent hy 
a messenger on a bicycle, but cars being 
availahle are taken instead. The authorities 
have done much to put an end to the nn. 
necessary use of cars in such ways, but it 
continues. It is not unlikely, therefore, 
that, with greater difficulty in obtaining 
supplies, restrictions will have to be 
im on the use of petrol where waste.

Broth for Use in Emergency 


The Ministry of Food is arranging for 
a quarter of a million tins of broth to be 
kept in readiness for an emergency. Each 
tin will contain eight portions of the soup, 

rtion, with a slice of whole. 
meal oak aili form a satisfactory mea! 
during an emergency. he soup is to he 
provided with a full quota of Vitamin Bi, 
and it will be in the form of yeast. 7 
to the 100 gallons mixed to take the place 
of 22 gallons of beef bone, stock which 
otherwise would be used. In addition there 
will be 240lb. of carrots, 480lb. of potatoes, 
32lb. of turnips, 24lb. of oatmeal 10 
gallons of milk, and salt, pepper, herbs, 
and llos. of dark brown caramel] for 
colouring. This mixture has been approved 
by Dr. Drummond, the scientific adviser 
to the Ministry. When the soup is served 
it is taken from the tin and mixed with an 
equal quantity of boiling water. 


Value of the Mark 


In financial circles there is talk about 
the falling value of the mark, which 
continues to decline despite great efforts 
on the part of the German Government to 
keep it stable, and it is pointed out that 
in the course of the last war international 
movements in this connection were greater 
than they are to-day. Germany has th; 
advantage of being able to peg down prices 
at their pre-war level in the countries she 
has occupied. but outside these countries 
it is noticed that there has been a remark. 
able drop in the value of the mark, sincs 
the reaction to the downfall of France has 
ceased. As the mark continues to decline, 
the value of English currency continues to 
improve steadily.

From an Old Paper 


I plead (writes a correspondent) that 
the following newspaper cutting, which 
fell out of an old book when I was doing 
some tidying in my library last might, is 
worth 123 even if it would have heen 
better last week.

From a telegram received last night 
from Reuter’s Correspondent at Pretoria, 
we learn that a rumour is current in the 
Transvaal! capital to the effect that Colonel 
Baden-Powell, the heroic defender of 
Mafeking, is dead. In the absence 
of any corroboration it may be hoped that 
the news is untrue and that Colonel 
Baden-Powell, whose decease would be 
most deeply regretted throughout the 
Empire, is still engaged at his post of 
honour in Mafeking. 

It may safely be said,” the report 
continues, ‘‘ that of all the heroes of the 
present war none possesses a greater per- 
sonal interest for the ordinary. newspaper 
reader than Colonel Baden-Powell. who 
has held Mafeking for so many weary 
weeks, not only with such indomitable 
courage and resource, but also with such 
unflagging good spirits. The man who is 
a soldier and a sportsman, an author and 
an artist, has of necessity qualifications 
that appeal widely, and all these B.-P.’ 


Throughout the long siege he has 
evinced an absolute genius for utilising 
the materials at hand for defence, and 
so on. 


Lloyd George, Loo 


On the back of the cutting about B.-P.,” 
proceeds my correspondent, there is a para- 
graph about another famous man who is 
still alive. In those days it was not 
thought worthy of a heading. 

A regrettable outbreak of mob violence, 
of which Mr. Lloyd George was the victim, 
occurred at Bangor,” says the report— 
obviously Bangor, North Wales. 

The hon. gentleman had addressed his 
constituents, opposing. the annexation of 
the Republics (the Boer Republics, of 
course), his speech having deen much 
interrupted.

Yet in the Boer War days, right under 
the paragraph about Lloyd George, is one 
recording the news that Mr. Havelock 
Wilson, M.P., had been fined £10 for 
besetting the Shipping Federation Dépét 
ship Siren during “the seamen’s strike 
in September last.” That was at South

Our Silver Coins 


A colleague insists that the friend who 
told me as reported in my recent para- 
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gra h on silver tankards—that the Irish 
alf-crown contains ‘‘ 92 point something 
per cent. of silver was not quite correct. 

The Irish half-crown, like the florin and 
shilling, contains 75 per cent. of fine silver 
and 25 per cent. of alloy (copper). The 
sixpenny and threepenny pieces are of 
pure nickel, while our bronze coins con- 
tain 954 per cent. of copper, 3 per cent of 
tin and 14 per cent. of zinc. All these 
standards were laid down in the Coinage 
Act of 1926. 

Nevertheless, the Irish silver coins have 
a higher ree. of fineness than those of 
Great Britain, where the standard of fine- 
ness was reduced to 50 per cent and 50 
per cent. alloy. My colleague believes 
this change was made during, or a few 
years after, the first Great War.

I can reduce my consumption of tea 
without any great hardship, but the 
shortage of butter is not by any means to 
my liking, and I have thought it no dis- 
grace to inquire about possible alterna- 
tives. 

The most intelligent suggestion ret 
made to me is “ Cossack toast,” and here 
is how, I am told on the best authority, 
it is made. The Cossacks used to accom- 
pany it with great swills of, wine, but 
whether you can afford to follow their 
example in this respect depends entirely 
on yourself. I cannot. 

Take your slice of bread and toast it 
very lightly. Rub it delicately with a 
chunk of a raw onion, spread it with 
dripping—yes, dripping—and then toast 
it again, properly this time. Sprinkle a 
little pepper, preferably cayenne, on the 
top, and there you are. Do not waste any 
time about eating it. 

I have tried it myself, with conspicuous 
success, and the pros of a severe 
shortage of butter no longer has so many 
terrors for me—provided, of course, that 
coal docs not become unobtainable and 
that the electricity supply is not cut off. 

This ‘‘ Cossack toast is high!y 
popular chow in Hungary. But there 
they use garlic instead of onion to give it 
the flavour. You may prefer to follow 
their example. 


Sharp Practice 


No that I am on the subject of shortaze 
it gives me no great pleasure to draw 
attention to a particularly dirty racket 
which, as I have heard, is in progress 
certain Dublin shops. 

These shops all are situated in poor 
quarters, and cater for a poor clientele. 
Their practice is to refuse to sell a cus- 
tomer a quarter of a pound of butter. 
Instead, they are willing to sell her two 
ounces twice a day—once in the morning. 
once in the evening. 

The point is, of course, that butter 
costs 44d. for a quarter-pound. Two two- 
ounce lots cost 5d.

“VERY REAL EVILS” 
IN THE COUNTRY 
GGVERNMENT ACTION 


IS NOT ENOUGH 
— — 


HE REV. C. LUCEY, M. A., D. D., 
Maynooth College, read a paper entitled 
“ A New Social Order for Ireland, at 
the Catholic Social Week meeting, held under 
the auspices of the C.Y.M.S. in the’ Mansion 
House, Dublin, last night. Dr. Lucey said 
that reconstruction was spoken of because 
certain very important departments of the 
social life. fell’ lamentably short of the 
Christian ideal, and would have to be re- 
organised. They must break with the prin- 
ciple of laissez faire and must also repudiate 
the equally disastrous and unchristian policy 
of nationalising all business in the country. 
They must shun the old godless Liberalisin 
and the new godless Collectrvism. oar 6 must 
face the fact that there were very real social 
evils in this country, and when the war was 
over the spirit of revolutionary change would 
be abroad, and evil men would appear from 
inside and outside the country. Collectivism, 
whether in the shape of Socialism, Communism 
or Totalitarianism, was the great heresy of the 
age. It was a thriving heresy, because the 
evils it attacked were so real. They could 
combat it effectively only by removing those 
evils. Unemployment, slums, the plight of 
agriculiure, labour troubles, were concrete 
evidence that the reign of social justice and 
Christian charity was still far from perfect in 
the country. Government action to deal with 
these was not enough. 

Reforms which were needed, said Dr. 
Lucey, were, first and foremost, the introduc- 
tion of vocational organisation. Agriculture, 
industry, and the professions must enjoy some 
measure of self-government. Public opinion 
was ready to-day to give a mandate for the 
taking ef such steps as were necessary to 
organise the social and economic life along 
vocational lines. A Commission was sitting 


to examine the possibilities of the system 


and to indicate what form it should take. 
The organisation of parish councils was 
worthy of support, especially organisation 
within the framework of Muintir na Tire. 
They did not want the introduction of politics 
into these councils; it would be far better to 
have uo councils than councils divided by 
politics. 


FAMILY ALLOWANCE 


Referring- to work and wages, Dr. Lucey 
said that in this country they lacked an 
authoritative estimate of the family wage, in 
Es. d. per week. Why not insist on a family 
wage for industry, and let the price of the 
goods produced be fixed on that basis. A 


system of allowances supplementary to the 


standard wage, and proportioned to the 
number of dependent children in the family, 
would preserve for Ireland the grand tradi- 
tion of the big family. In the name of 
social justice, in the name of Christian 
charity, in the name of tens of thousands of 
under-nourished children, in the name of 
God’s and the nation’s greatest treasure, the 
large family, we call on all men of good-will 
in the country to support the family allowance 
movement.“ ; 

ProSt-sharing was another social institution 
thev still had to establish in Ireland. It was 
much to be regretted that the scheme seemed 
to receive so little consdieration here. i 

Co-operation was industrial democracy in 
the truest and best sense. To-day there was 
the same lack of the requisite moral qualities, 
of education, knowledge and mutual trust 
among people as in the last century. The 
future prosperity of rural Ireland was bound 
up with the expansion of the agricultural co- 
operative movement. 

The Rev. J. M. Hayes, proposing a vote of 
thanks, gave details of work being carried 
out by Muintir na Tire. Co-operative tillage 
schemes, turf schemes, land schemes, and 

loughing contests were being organised. To 
e true co-operation the people must become 
co operative minded. They must come together 
to help one another. They had already made 
a beginning in rural Ireland. Guilds were 
experimenting with such Ping, as night 
classes in horticulture, tourist schemes, insur- 
ance schemes, co-operative markets, silos and 
afforestation.

DISTRICT JUSTICE L. A.

Justice Laurence A. Conroy, of the Dublin

the Church of England and the Church 

of Ireland and the Church in America 
was expressed by the Venerable George 
Townshend, M. A., Archdeacon of . Clonfert 
and Kilmacduagh, who gave the second of 
the Godfrey ay Memorial Lectures in 
Trinity College, lin, yesterday. 2 
_ Archdeacon Townshend said that America 
and the British Commonwealth had become 
artners in a great struggle for their common 
life. Would not the Churches follow that 
example of increasing practical fellowship? 
No communion by itself and no branch of 
any communion would be able to solve the 
problem of reconstruction of their social 
order. He knew that in making approaches 
for that partnership they would receive a 
ready fesponse from the American side, as 
the people there had great reverence for the 
mother Church in England, while there was 
a warm spot in every American heart for the 
Irish. 


CHURCH IN THE U.S. 


Archdeacon Townshend, who was speaking 
on “ The Protestant Episcopal Church of the 
United States,” said that Americans regarded 
themselves as the most idealistic people in 
the world. The Episcopal Church had in its 
membership many of the most influential 
people in the country, and the partnership 
of the Church was like the American nation, 
heterogeneous. The only black spot was 
the negro problem. In certain respects the 
Church was less democratic than the Church 
of Ireland, but there was one feature in their 
organisation, which represented an advance 
of the home Church, and that was their 
organisation of women power. Women were 
eligible for the women’s auxiliary, with the 
object of A every kind of Church 
activity. Their foreign missions ranked very 
high in the trust and affection of weaker 
peoples of the world. The home missions on 
such a vast country were of a diverse descrip- 
tion. ä eS 

The lecturer gave an account of his work 
as a missionary among the Mormons of Salt 
Lake. He said that the Mormon doctrine 
wus not so much a religion as a social or poli- 
tical movement, and was not so much & 
Church as a colony. It had succeeded 
under the leadership of Brigham Young, 
principally because of brilliant organisation. 
All the other denominations in America had 
antagonised the Mormons, but the Episcopal 
Church had adopted a policy of goodwill 
anti kindness which had produced good re- 
sults. The conversion of individual Mor- 
mons was difficult, because it required much 
courage for a convert to stand out against 
the whole community, particularly a well- 
organised community.

The 
missionary saw a complete change from 
everything that he knew, and he acquired 
points of view and standards that were 
denied to the man who stayed at home. He 
saw religion there in its strength, and it 
wus a cheering and heartening experience. 
The missionary must be prepared to face 
Fe exposure and hardship; he would 

poor, and at times he would be down- 
hear ; but at the same time he would feel 
that the Church was invading Hell and 
driving the Devil before it. 

The Rev. Dr. Oulton, Regius Professor of 
Divinity, who presided, said that the last 
century was one of the most glorious periods 
in the history of the Church. It was be- 
cause of the efforts of the missionaries of 
that period that the position of the Church 
to-day was much more hopeful than other- 
wise it would be. .

Mr. P. COGAN (Ind. Farmer, Wicklow)

MINISTER’S REPLY 


Dr. RYAN, Minister for Agriculture, sug- 
gested that the proposed increase of ten 
shillings a barrel would not result in an in- 
crease in the wheat acreage. He knew, he 
said, of a farmer who last year paid £12 an 
acre for land in Co. Meath, and yet made a 
profit out of his wheat crop. Dublin Board 
of Assistance had taken land at Clontarf in 
which to sow wheat this year. They had 
agreed to pay a contractor a fixed sum for 
tilling the land; they knew what the cost of 
manures would be, and they knew the price 
they could get for an average yield. 

The MINISTER went on to say that com- 
a had been made by severe Deputies of 

igh prices being charged for winter wheat 
seed. If such Deputies, or any farmer who 
felt he had been charged too much, communi- 
cated with the Prites Commission that body 
would make investigations, and if they found 
that the price charged was too high, would 
compel the merchants to refund the over- 
charge to the farmers. If sufficient wheat 
were grown this year it might be possible to 
revert to the seventy percent. extraction from 
wheat. They would then have thirty instead 
of ten per cent. of offals available for cattle 
feeding. 

Farmers in the good barley districts pro- 
bably would not turn over from barley to 
wheat even at 50s. a barrel, and they might 
be doing more good to the country by grow- 
ing barley. But in the — district, 
farmers would be able to weigh up íor them- 
selves the probable return they would get 
from wheat as against barley, and they would 
find that at 40s. a barrel wheat would give 
the highest profit. He did not believe that 
the higher price would ensure a greater acre- 
age under wheat. 


AN ALI-WHEAT LOAF 


He thought — should be able to get an 
all-wheat loaf, and get it at the price of 408. 
a barrel. Last year only 2.6 per cent. of the 
arable land of this country (the total arable 
land being 11,500,000 acres) was under wheat; 
that area should be doubled if they were to 
be comfortable about the wheat situation. If 
they accepted the motion, an extra 50 acres of 
wheat would result in an added expenditure 
of £2,000,000. In nis opinion, the foat after 
the next harvest would be an all-wheat loaf, 
and they would get it at the present price. 

Replying, Mr. BELTON said that he 
believed the Minister would not get the extra 
wheat acreage sought with the present 
inducements. If £2 a barrel was enough for 
wheat, and if the farmers acknowledged that 
it was enough, then the farmers should be 
made to produce it; but he did not think the 
Minister himself was satisfied that he would 
get the 600,000 acres at that price. 

Mr. Belton challenged a division, but the 
motion was defeated by 60 votes to 9.

“ ON THE RUN“ 


William Keyes McDonnell, husband of 
Mrs.- McDonnell, replying to Mr. Powell, 
said that he took à share in politics in 1916, 
and organised volunteers in West Cork. He 
was interned after the rebellion, and suffered 
much hardship. His health and his memory 
of that particular period suffered in con- 
sequence. On one occasion his house was 
raided twice in a week; he was “on the 
run,” but he knew that members of the 
then Government forces had come to the 
house to shoot him, and that they did not 
make any secret about it. On one occasion 
his way to witness’s mill at 
Castlenalact for supplies was pulled out of 
his cart by the Black-and-Tans, who 
threatened to throw him over a bridge. 
There was interference with the machinery 
of the mill. ah 
At that time he had a very thriving 
business in Bandon. His having to on 
the run interfered considerably with the 
business, and about 1920 he went to 
Germany, staying in Munich and elsewhere 
The cause of my going abroad was that 
I got warnings of being tracked down,“ he 
said. He spent a considerable part of his 
time in Germany at a clinic in Munich. 
The witness,was then examined regarding 
banking accounts. and. transactions. 

The cross-examination of Mr. McDonnell 
had not concluded when the court rose.

Many firms in Cork 
are now looking for horses for city delivery 
work, 

Severe curtailment in bus services may 
now be anticipated. In Cork the number of 
regular employés of the G.S.R. omnibus 
section who are under notice exceeds 100. 

The petrol shortage has also affected the 
building industry, Haulage of sand and 
gravel, etc., is, for instance, regarded as un- 
economical except by heavy lorry, and 
replacement of lorries by horse-drawn vehicles 
will, it is expected, considerably increase the 
cost of the materials.
